Chicago are still under Investigation. The 
following is therefore submitted as a par- 
tial report touching upon those practices 
and conditions which we found most com- 
mon and not confined to a single house 
or class of houses. A more detailed re- 
port would contain many specific instances 
of defects found In particular houses. 


Conditions of the Yard*. 


Before entering the buildings we noted 


the condition of the yards themselves as 
shown in the pavement, pens, viaducts 
•Jid platforms. The pavement is mostly 
of brick, the bricks laid with deep grooves 
between them, which inevitably fill with 
manure and refuse- Such pavement can- 
not be properly cleaned and is slimy and 
malodorous when wet, yielding clouds ol 
111 smelling dust when dry. The pens are 
generally uncovered except 
those for 


sheep; these latter are paved and covered. 
The viaducts and platforms are of wood. 
Calves, sheep and hogs that have died en 
route ar* thrown out upon the platforms 
where cars are unloaded. On a single 
platform on one occasion we counted 35 
dead hogs, c»n th« next 10 dead hogs. The 
only excuse given for delay In removal 
fits that so often heard— the expense. 


Buildings. 


The Interior finish of most of the build- 


Ings is of wood; the partition walls, sup- 
ports and rafters *r« of wood, uncovered 
by plaster or cement. Th* flooring ia 
some Instances Is of brick or cement, but 
usually of wood. In many of tn* rooms 
where water is used freely the floors are

found everywhere In the handling of meat 
being prepared for the various meat-food 
products." After killing, carcasses are 
well washed and up to the time they 
reach the cooling rooms are handled in a 
fairly sanitary and cleanly manner. The 
parts that leave th« cooling room for 
treatment In bulk are also handled with 
regard to cleanliness, but tb* part* that 
arc -sent from the cooling room to thos« 
departments of the packing house* In 
which various forma of meat products 
are prepared are handled with no regard 
whatever for cleanliness- In some of th« 
largest establishments sides that are sent 
to what is known as the boning room are 
thrown In a heap upon the floor. Ths 
workers climb over these heap.s of meat, 
select the pieces they wish, and frequent- 
ly throw them down upon the dirty floor 
beside their working bench. 
Evan in 


cutting the meat upon the bench, the 
work is usually held pressed against theli 
aprons, and these aprons were, am a rule, 
indescribably filthy. They were made in 
roost cases of leather or of rough sacking 
and bore long accummulat»d grease and 
dirt. la only a few place* were suitable 
oil cloth aprons worn. Moreover, men 
were seen to climb from the floor and 
stand, with shoes dirty with the refuse 
of the floors, on the tables upon which 
the meat was handled. They were seen 
at the lunch hoar sitting on the tablet 
on the spot on which the meat product 
was handled, and all this under the very 
eye of the superintendent of the rooa, 
showing that this wa* the common prac- 
tice- 


Meat Scrap* On Dirty Floor. 


Meat scraps -were also found being shov- 


eled into receptacles from dirty floors 
where they were left to lie until again 
shoveled into barrels or Into machines for | 
hopping. These floors, it must be noted, 1 
r<*re in most cases damp and soggy, in 
dark, ill ventilated room*, and the em- 
nloves in titter ignorance of cleanliness oi 
danger to health expectorated at will 
upon them. In a word, we «aw meal 
shoveled from filthy wooden floors, pilex: 
on tables rarely washed, pushed from 
room to room in rotten box carts, in &13 
of which processes it was In the way ol 
gathering dirt, splinters, floor filth and 
•.he expectoration of tuberculous and oth- 
er diseased workers. "Where comment 
was made to floor superintendent* about 
these matters, it was always the repls 
that this meat would afterwards be cook- 
ed and that this sterilization would pre- 
vent any danger from its use. A very 
considerable portion of the meat so hand- 
led is sent out aa smoked products and IB 
the form of sausages, which are prepareo 
to be eaten without being cooked. 


A particularly glaring instances of wn- 


cleanliness wa» found in a room whert 
the best grade of sausage was being pre- 
pared for export. It was made from care- 
Tully ««lected meat*, and wa* being pre- 
pared to be eaten uncooked. In this case 
the employe carted the caopped-up meat 
across a. room to a barrow, the h&ndlei 
of which were filthy with grease. The 
meat was then thrown out upon tables, 
and the employe climbed upon the ta- 
ble Handled the meat with hl« vnwasheo 
hands, knelt with his dirty apron ano 
trousers to contact with the meat he wa« 
spreading out, and after he had finished 
his operation, again took hold of th« 
dirty handles of the wheelbarrow, went 
back for another load and repeated this

Buildings. 


The Interior finish of most of the build- 
ings Is of wood; the partition walls, sup- 
ports and rafters are of wood, uncovered 


any lavatory provisions In the privies. 
Washing sinks are either not furnished at 
all or are small and dirty. 
Neither aro 
towels, 
soap or toilet paper 
provided. 
Men and women return directly 
from 
these places to plunge their unwashed 
hands Into tho meat to be converted Into 
such food products as saUBages, 
dried 
beef and other compounds. 
Some of the 
privies are situated at a long distance 
from the work rooms and men relieve 
themselves on the killing floors or in a 
corner of the work rooms. 
Hence. In 
some cases the fumes of the urine swell 
the sum of nauseating odors arising from 
the dirty blood-soaked, rotting wooden 
floors, fruitful culture beds for the dis- 
ease germs of men and animals. 


Unoleanllness In Handling. 


An 
absence 
of 
cleanliness 
was 
also 
found everywhere In the handling of meat 
being prepared for the various meat-food 
products. 
After killing, 
carcasses 
are 
well washed and up to the time they 
reach the cooling rooms are handled In a 
fairly sanitary and cleanly manner, Tha 
parts that leave th« cooling room for 
treatment In bulk are also handled with 
regard to cleanliness, but tho parts that 
are sent from the cooling room to thoso 
departments of the packing houses In 
which various forms of meat 
products 
are prepared are handled with no regard 
whatever for cleanliness. In some of the 
largest establishments sides that are sent 
to what Is known as the boning room are 
thrown In a heap upon the 
floor. 
Tha 
workers climb over these heaps of m«at, 
select the pieces they wish, and frequent- 
ly throw them down upon tho dirty floor 
beside their working bench. 
JBven In 
cutting the meat upon the bench, the 
work is usually held pressed against theli 
aprons, and these aprons were, as a rule, 
Indescribably fllthy. Th«y were made in 
most cases of leather or of rough sacking 
and bore long accummulatod grease and 
dirt. 
In only a few places were suitable 
oil cloth aprons worn. 
Moreover, men 
were seen to climb from the floor and 
stand, with shoes dirty with the refuse 
of the floors, on the tables upon which 
the meat was handled. 
They were seen 
at tho lunch hour sitting on the tables 
on the spot on which the moat product 
was handled, and all this under the very 
eye of tho superintendent of tho room, 
showing that this was the common prac« 
tice. 


Meat Scraps On Dirty Floor. 


Meat scraps were also found being shov- 
eled into receptacles from dirty 
floors 
where they were left to 11« until again 
shoveled Into barrels or Into machines fo 
chopping. These floors, It must be noted 
were in most cases damp and soggy, In 
dark. 111 ventilated rooms, and the em 
ployes In utter Ignorance of cleanliness o 
danger to health 
expectorated 
at 
wll 
upon them. 
In a word, we saw 
mea 
shoveled from fllthy wooden floor«, plied 
on tables rarely washed, pushed from 
room to room In rotten box carts, In al 
of which processes It was In the way ol 
gathering dirt, splinters, floor fllth anc 
the expectoratloi. of tuberculous and oth- 
er diseased 
workers. 
Where 
comment 
was made to floor superintondents about 
these matters, it was always the reply 
that this meat would afterwards be cook- 
ed and that this sterilization would pre 
vent any danger from Us use. 
A very 
considerable portion of the meat so hand 
led Is sent out as smoked products and In 
tho form of sausages, which are prepared 
to be eaten without being cooked. 


A particularly glaring Instances of un* 
cleanliness was found In a room wher« 
the best grade of sausage was being pre- 
pared for export. It was made from care- 
fully selected meats, and was being pre- 
pared to be eat«n uncooked. In this case 
the employe carted the chopped-up meal 
across a room In a barrow, the handle* 
of which were fllthy with greas»,

"Cracking" of the Caribou's Hoof* 
But the most singular of the sounds 
made by the caribou is the cracking 
of tho hoof. 
At each step each foot 
gives out a loud, sharp crack. 


Persons who have never heard it 
in life have no dilllculty in explaining 
it. "Of course tho hoofs spread when 
they bear tho weight of the animal," 
they say, ''and when lifted the hard 
surfaces spring together with a crack." 
But a close observation shows that 
tho crack is made by some mechanism 
in the foot and it *'goos off" while tho 
weight is on it. 


It is not always one sharp crack, 
but sometimes a crackle like several 
sounds close together. IMany examina- 
tions showed that just as tho foot 
is relieved of the anlmars 
weight 
but before any part is off of tho ground 
the crack takes place. 
The hoofs d^ 
not strike together during the stride, 
and tho cracklo is not heard until 
the foot is placed and the weight is 
on it. Thus it usually cracklcs twice [ 
at the place of oach track, always once 
as the weight is coming on. usually a 
second time as it is going oiY. I walked 
on hands and knt-es by the side of a 
reindeer again and again to make oh- 
servations^ and finally induced one to 


Swinging Gran« for Curtain, 


A new Idea that has much to recom- 
mend it from a hygienic standpoint ii 
to hang overhangings from a w-indow 
from a swinging crane. This is a pole 
on which tho curtains are hung just 
as usual, but the pole is hinged at on« 
side and has a catch at the other. This 
crane swings out to permit of freer 
ventilation and is especially desirable 
for casement windows. 


Blanching 
Nut». 


The blanching of nuts is a process 
often dlfllcult because not understood. 
The nuts should be covered with bolU 
lag water and should be allowed to 
stand for ten minutes where they will 
keep hot but not cook. 
Then drain 
them and plunge them into cold water 
and chill them. A knife must be used 
with English walnut^ because of their 
serrated surface. 
Pistachio nuts are 
hard to blanch, and the water in which 
they soak needs to actually boll while 
they are in it, although they must not 
cook. 


A Pineapple

The toughness of pineapples, says a

almost entirely eliminated by sliring 
the fruit up and down from stem to 
blossom end, instead of through the 
core as is usually done.

to hold the pineapple steady, and slice

risk r kept my hand on the knuckle

taught me by an old pineapple grow- 
er and makes all the difference in the 
world lu the tenderness of the fruit,

It was so violent 
that it jarred the hand laid on it.

was deep seated and on the level of 
the clouts or back hoofs and appeared 
to be made by tendons or sesamoids 
slipping over adjoining bones.

The 
provident French woman is horrified at 
this extravagance, as she saves every 
bit of fat and fries it out for use la 
cooking. 


The "top of the pot," as the Yankee 
housewife terms the fat that rises oa 
the water in which cornbeef is boilecr, 
or soup stock, is excellent to use for 
shortening in cookies or gingerbread. 
Tried out chicken fat is equal to the 
best olive oil, and may even be used 
in making a mayonnaise. 
Mutton and 
lamb fats are too tallowy and hard to 
fae used in cooking, but they make a 
first-class 
camphor ice or "lotion" for 
chapped lips, cracked heels and other 
afflictions wont to fall to the lot of the 
small boy.

There is no better frying medium 
than half lard and half drippings, or 
equal parts of suet tried out and drip- 
pings, yet extravagant servants, and 
come housewives as well, Insist on us- 
ing butter. 
This, aside from the ex- 
pense, is the poorest of all fats for 
Trying, as it burns readily. 
Bacon or 
pork fat are both good for frying po- 
tatoes, fish, liver, cornmeal mush and 
eggs. 
With careful oversight to see 
that these shortenings and frying me- 
diums that cost nothing at all are used 
ki cooking the butter bill even in

Soups Made Without Meat, 


Macaroni Soup.—One ounce of mac- 
aroni, one quart of stock, salt and p^^p- 
per to taste. 
Break the macaroni into 
pieces about two inches long, stew In 
a quart of boiling water for about 20 
minutes; melt tho stock, bring to a 
boiling point; add the macaroni and 
let simmer for a few minutes;

Cream of Cheese Soup,—One quart 
of milk, one slice of carrot, one slice 
of onion, a stick of mace, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, two tablespoonfuia 
of flour, three heaping spoonfuls of 
grated cheese, yolks of two eggs, salt 
and pepper. 
Boll the milk with the 
carrots, onions and mace; rub butter 
and flour together; remove the vege- 
tables from the milk, add the butter 
and flour and stir constantly until it 
thickens; add the cheese and stir three 
minutes; take off and add beaten yollta 
of the eggs and pepper and serve. 


Dried Bean Soup "Without Meat — 
One quart of dried beans, two quans of 
water, oum tablespoonful 
of 
butter, 
salt and pepper' to taste. 
Wash the 
beans, cover with water and let stand 
all night; drain uext morning and put 
over to boil with two quarts of water, 
and as soon as they bojl drain thta 
water off an4 pour away to prevent the 
soup from being too strong. Now t ov- 
er with tv/o quarts of fresh bo:ling 
water, add a pinch of soda and a pinch 
of sugar and boU until reduced to a 
pulp.

She put some eggs in some saw­ 
dust near the stove and watched and 
tended them carefully for the allotted 
time, and at the end of three weeks 
she was rewarded by 12 chickens out 
of the 14 eggs. With this experience, 
she built a double box, with the spaces 
between the two sides around the in­ 
ner box filled with sawdust and pipes 
of tin running through the material.

set 
oil 
lamps beneath, 
and 
watched and tended them carefully, 
and out of 300 she hatched 273. 


She has constantly in the past sev­ 
en 
years Improved her 
incubators, 
until she now has a patent on a pecu­ 
liar but effective one, and has the 
biggest flock of fowls In the state. 
She sells chickens by the carload, and 
has paid off the $14,000 mortgage and 
built a new seven room house and 
new farm buildings.

“Cracking" of the Caribou’s Hoof* 
But the most singular of the sounds 
made by the caribou is the cracking 
of the hoof. 
At each step each foot 
gives out a loud, sharp crack. 


Persons who have never heard it 
in life have no difllculty in explaining 
it. “Of course the hoofs spread when 
they bear the weight of the animal," 
they say, “and wheu lifted the hard 
surfaces spring together with a crack." 
But a close observation shows that 
the crack is made by some mechanism 
in the foot and it “goes off” while tho 
weight is on it. 


It is not always one sharp crack, 
but sometimes a crackle like several 
sounds close together. Many examina­ 
tions showed that just as the foot 
is relieved of the animal’s weight, 
but before any part is off of tho ground 
the crack takes place. 
The hoofs d^ 
not strike together during the stride, 
and tho crackle is not heard until 
the foot is placed and the weight is 
on it. Thus it usually crackles twice 
at the place of each track, always once 
as the weight is coming on, usually a 
second time as it is going off. I walked 
on hands and knees by the side of a 
reindeer again and again to make ob­ 
servations, and finally induced one to 


Swinging Crane for Curtain« 


A new idea that has much to recom­ 
mend it from a hygienic standpoint ii 
to hang overhauglngs from a window 
from a swinging crane. This is a pole 
on which tho curtains are hung just 
as usual, but the pole is hinged at on« 
side and has a catch at the other. This 
crane swings out to permit of freer 
ventilation and is especially desirable 
for casement windows. 


Blanching Nuti. 


The blanching of nuts is a process 
often difficult because not understood. 
The nuts should be covered with boil­ 
ing water and should be allowed to 
stand for ten minutes where they will 
keep hot but not cook. 
Then drain 
them and plunge them into cold water 
and chill them, A knife must be used 
with English walnut? because of their 
serrated surface. 
Pistachio nuts are 
hard to blanch, and the water in which 
they soak needs to actually boll while 
they are in it, although they must not 
cook. 


A Pineapple Hint. 


The toughness of pineapples, says a 
writer in the National Magazine, 
is 
almost entirely eliminated by slicing 
the fruit up and down from stem to 
blossom end, instead of through the 
core as is usually done.

The 
provident French woman is horrified at 
this extravagance, as she saves every 
bit of fat and fries it out for use in 
cooking. 


The “top of the pot,“ as the Yankee 
housewife terms the fat that rises on 
the water in which com beef is boile<i, 
or soup stock, is excellent to use for 
shortening in cookies or gingerbread. 
Tried out chicken fat is equaL to the 
best olive oil, and may even be used 
in making a mayonnaise. Mutton and 
lamb fats are too tallowy and hard to 
be used in cooking, but they make a 
first-class camphor ice or “lotion” for 
chapped lips, cracked heels and other 
afflictions wont to fall to the lot of the 
small boy. 
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There is no better frying medium 
than half lard and half drippings, or 
equal parts of suet tried out and drip­ 
pings, yet extravagant servants, and 
some housewives as well, insist on us­ 
ing butter. 
This, aside from the ex­ 
pense, is the poorest of all fats for 
Trying, as it burns readily. Bacon or 
pork fat are both good for frying po­ 
tatoes, fish, liver, cornmeal mush and 
eggs. 
With careful oversight to see 
that these shortenings and frying me­ 
diums that cost nothing at all are used 
tax cooking the butter bill even in 
winter will be comparatively small.— 
Washington Star. 


Soup* Made Without Meat. 


Macaroni Soup.—One ounce of mac­ 
aroni, one quart of stock, salt and pep­ 
per to taste. 
Break the macaroni into 
pieces about two inches long, stew In 
a quart of boiling water for about 20 
minutes; melt tho stock, bring to a 
boiling point; add the macaroni and 
let simmer for a few minutes; add 
celery salt and common salt to taste, 
pepper also, and serve. 
Rochefort 
cheese may be served with the soup 
if desired. 


Cream of Cheese Soup.—One quart 
of milk, one slice of carrot, one slice 
of onion, a stick of mace, two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, two tablespoonfuls 
of flour, three heaping spoonfuls of 
grated cheese, yolks of two eggs, salt 
and pepper. 
Boil the milk with the 
carrots, onions and mace; rub butter 
and flour together; remove the vege­ 
tables from the milk, add the butter 
and flour and stir constantly until it 
thickens; add the cheese and stir three 
minutes; take off and add beaten yolks 
of the eggs and pepper and serve. 


Dried Bean Soup Without Meat — 
One quart of dried beans, two quarts of 
water, on* tablespoonful 
of 
butter, 
salt and pepper« to taste. 
Wash the 
beans, cover with water and let stand 
all night; drain next morning and put 
over to boil with two quarts of water, 
and as soon as they bo}l drain this 
water off and pour away to prevent the 
soup from being too strong. Now (ov­ 
er with two quarts of fresh bo:hag 
water, add a pinch of soda and a pinoti 
of sugar and boil until reduced to a 
pulp.

Triak for Murder Held 


in This County. 


Gettysburg, June 5.—The recent trage- 


dy of Howard Miller, has called to mind 
the prominent murder trials which have 
<*V*»« place in this county in former years. 
The murder trial of John Coyle which 
took: place in 1883 was especially interest- 
ing. The murder took place on Memorial 
Day morning. 1SS1. A young girl of re- 
•larkable beauty 'lived at the home of 
Covle'e father as maid, and the son, John 
Coyle, fell desperately in love with her. 
He frequently asked her to marry him 
bat she persisted in refusing him. Early 
in the morning of the above named day 
the girl had gone to the barn to do the 
milking so that she could have the work 
done and get to York to enjoy the cele- 
bration of Memorial Day in that city. 
John Coyle appeared in the barn, asked 
her if she was going to marry him and, 
upon being refused, shot her and then 
himself, the latter shot not proving fatal. 
The tragedy occurred at Coyle's Fern-, 
York county. The case was tried in the 
York county court and Coyle convicted. 
The caae was-taken to the Superior court 
and the lower court reversed and a new- 
trial ordered. Before this was held it was 
decided to hold it in Adams county. It 
created considerable interest and lasted 
two weeks. Coyle was again convicted, 
the case taken to the superior court and 
the lower court sustained. Coyle was 
hanged in 1884. The name of the girl 
whom he murdered was Emily Myers. 


The second was that of Henry Heist. 


The murder was committed in the winter 
of 1893; Heist being hanged in 1894. The 
history of the crime is as follows: Henry 
Heist and Frank Monn -were wood chop- 
pers living together in a mountain cabin 
near Cold Spring, Each one had been 
rather attentive to a girl named McCleai 
The two men spent an evening at the 
house of George Reese, a neighbor, a num- 
ber of other men and women being pres- 
ent, one of whom was this McCleaL Monn 
left the house before Heist and was never 
seen alive afterwards. His disappearance 
aroused suspicion. After about a. week 
search wag made for the man. The body 
was found buried back in the mountain, 
with the imprint of the blunt end of a 
hatchet, the one corner of which, was 
broken off, on his forehead and back of 
bis ear. The end of a hatchet broken so 
that it fitted these marks was found in 
the stove in Heist's cabin. Deep in a 
large pile of shavings close to the cabin 
were found traces of blood. The facts 
proved that Heist was jealous of Monn 
and had an altercation with him the night 
of the 'gathering and that he attacked 
Monn when they -were together in the 
cabin, striking him twice with the hatch- 
et and killing him, burying his body in 
the shavings until the next hight when 
he carried him down a path, his course 
having been traced by blood stains to the 
place where he buried him and where the 
body was found. 


William "Wagaman was tried and con- 


victed of manslaughter for killing his 
cousin, of the same name. He was said, 
daring an altercation with the man on the 
Gold Spring road, to have choked him to 
death. There were marks on the throat 
of the dead man and the testimony show- 
ed clearly that death resulted from suffo- 
cation by choking. "Wm. Wagaman was 
given several years in the penitentiary 
and is now working through the county. 
There are few people who do not think 
that he was innocent and that another 
man committed the crime. The trial took 
place in 1884.

The steer- 
ing gear locked and the machine ran into 
one of the Urge iron balls which act as a 
guard. The two men on the front seat 
were thrown oat, one of them quite a dist- 
ance. The car went on and struck anoth- 
er of the balk tearing it and the etone to 
which it wa* attached out of the ground 
A third WM hit with the eame remit and 
ihea the car overturned. The man on the 
rear Mt WM pinned in and WM badly 
cat up. The car WM a complete wreck.

for Murder Held 


in This County. 


Gettysburg. June 5.—Tlic recent trage- 
dy of Howard ^liller, has called to mind 
the prominent niunler trials which have 
taken place in this county in former years. 
The murder trial of John Ooylo which 
took place in 1883 was especially interei?t- 
ing. The murder took place on ^loinorial 
Day morning, 1881. A young girl of re- 
markable, beauty Hived ut the home of 
Coyle's father as maid, and the son, John 
Coyle, fell desperately in love with her. 
He frequently asked her to marry him 
but she persisted in refusing him. 
Early 
in the morning of the above named day 
the girl had gone to the barn to do the 
milking so that she could have the work 
done and get to York to enjoy the cele- 
bration of Memorial Day in that city. 
John Coyle appeared in the barn, asked 
her if she was going to marry him and, 
upon being refused, shot her and then 
himself, the latter shot not proving fatal. 
The tragedy occurred at Coyle's Ferry, 
York county. The ci\BO was tried in the 
York county court and Coyle convicted. 
The case was.taken to the Superior court 
and the lower court reversed and a new 
trial ordered. Before this waa held it wi\s 
decided to hold it in Adams county. 
It 
created considerable interest and lasted 
two weeks. Coyle was again convicted, 
the case taken to the superior court and 
the lower court sustained. 
Coyle was 
hanged in 1884. The name of the girl 
whom he murdered was limily Myers. 


The second was that of Henry Heist. 
The murder was committed in the winter 
of 1893 ; Heist being hanged in 1894. The 
history of the crime is as follows: Henry 
Heist and Frank Monn were wood chop- 
pers living together in a mountain cabin 
near Cold Spring. Each one had been 
rather attentive to a girl named McCleaf. 
The two men spent an evening at the 
house of George Reese, a neighbor, a num- 
ber of other men and women being pres- 
ent, one of whom was this McCleaf. Monn 
left the house before Heist and M'as never 
seen alive afterwards. His disappearance 
aroused suspicion. After about a. week 
search was made for the man. The body 
was found buried back in the mountain, 
with the imprint of the blunt end of a 
hatchet, the one corner of -which was 
broken off, on his forehead and back of 
his ear. The end of a hatchet broken so 
that it fitted these marks was found in 
the stove in Heist's cabin. Deep in a 
large pile of shavings close to the cabin 
were found traces of blood. The facta 
proved that Heist was jealous of Monn 
and had an altercation with him the night 
of the ^gathering and that he attacked 
Monn when they -were together in the 
cabin, striking him twice with the hatch- 
et and killing him, burying his body in 
the shavings until the next hight when 
he carried him down a path, his course 
having been traced by blood stains to the 
place where he buried him and ^\diere the 
body M'fls found. 


William Wagaman was tried and con- 
victed of manslaughter for killing his 
cousin, of the same name. He was said, 
during an altercation with the man on the 
Cold Spring road, to have choked him to 
death. There were marks on the throat 
of the dead man and the testimony show- 
ed clearly that death resulted from suffo- 
cation by choking. Wm, Wagaman was 
given several years in the penitentiary 
and is now working through tlie county. 
There are few people who do not think 
that lie was innocent and that another 
man committed the crime. The trial took 
place in 1884.

Gettysburg, May 31, — A n accident 
which seemed sure to be fatal took place 
on the Confederate Avenue yesterday at* 
ternoon when an autoinobiie was com- 
pletely demoliehed, A party of three men 
from Frederick in a |3,000 Pope Toledo 
Car, were here and bad started for home. 
They were going at a high rata of speed 
and when they came to the 
at the 
tower on the Avenue suddenly found 
themielvee confronted by three other cars, 
the view which had been obscured by the 
towen 
In order to escape hitting these 
the driver turned to the side. The steer- 
ing gear locked and the machine ran into 
one of the large iion balls which act as a 
guard. The two men on the front seat 
-were thrown out, one of them quite a dist- 
ance. The car went on and struck anoth*- 
er of the balls tearing it and the stone to 
which it was attached out of the ground 
A third was bit with the same result and 
then the car overturned. The man on the 
rear seat was pinned in and was badly

M. Stoner of Gettysburg. 


Mrs. Annie C. Ileigcs, wife of Dr. J. 
D. Heiges, of York, died suddenly on 
Thursday night, from heart trouble. She 
was aged 50 years and is survived by her 
husband aud six children. Deceased was 
a sister of Mrs. Henry L, Baugher of 
Gettysburg. 


With their elbows barely protruding 
from a railroad coach window, Frank 
Ward and Charles Bausch, of Allentowu, 
nearly lost their arms as the corner of a 
coal car grazed the coach. Each ariu 
was frightfully broken and lacerated, 


Charles Birdsell, the 84-year-old man 
who wandered away from his home on 
May 12, was found dead In a woods near 
Barclay Friday by a searching party. 
The old man at the edge of a stream had 
removed his shoes aud rolled bis coat 
for a pillow. He probably died from 
starvation. 


Under the blue laws, Alderman Fry, of 
Allentowu, on Tuesday fined Andrew 
Ebelhauscr !|;4 aud costs for running a 
music box on Sunday, A neighbor was 
the complainant. 
The neighbor said he 
worked hard all week, and didn't want 
his Sunday rest disturbed by the box full 
of tuues. 


Ellis Ketner, aged 13 years, and Ray 
Albright, aged 11 years, were drowned 
in a pool at Watsontowu Saturday, by 
falling from a raft upon which they were 
playing with two companions of about 
their own age. The boys fell from the 
raft, were unable to swim, and their 
companions were unable to help them. 
The bodies were soon recovered. 


Registry asfiessors of several town- 
ships, York county, have threatened to 
institute Iciral proceedings unless the 
commissioners pay their bills as present- 
ed. 
They contend that they are entitled 
to twenty days for taking the registry of 
voters and ten days for enrollment of 
school children. 
T h e 
commissioners 
maintain that the registry aud the enum 
eration of school schildrcn were taken 
at the same time aud refuse to allow 
double pay. 


In the Cumberland Valley Railroad 
yards at Chambersburg, Monday, a Phil- 
adelphia & Reading coal train ran thro' 
an open switch into ihe caboose of an- 
other coal train standing on a siding, in- 
stantly killing Edgar Hamersia aged 20 
years, of Riverton, and fatally injuring 
Philip Crawford, aged 25 years, of Har- 
risburg. 
Hamersia was a ñagman aud 
Crawford conductor of the train on the 
siding. 


By the recent act of Congress, provid- 
ing for the opening to homestead settle- 
ment of 505,000 acres of grazing lands 
belonging to the Kiowa, Comanche aud 
Apache Indian tribes of Oklahoma, these 
Indians lose the last vestige of their 
right on American soil, save the quarter- 
section which the United Stales Govern 
j^oni has presented to them. 


Earl Ellsworth, the infant sou of El- 
mer Bruen, of Pottsville, has the unique 
distinction of having four greatgrand- 
mothers living. They are Mrs, Joseph 
Miller, of Poltsville, and Mrs, Charles 
Bruen, of Easton on the father's side; 
Mrs. John Shinley, of Pottsville, and 
Mrs. John Reber, of Wllkesbarre, on the 
mother's side. 


Walter Leisey, a 9-year-oId boy of 
Ephrata, was smothered to death Thurs- 
day night by wheat in elevator, at that 
place, while his father and mother were 
pulling at his arms to save him. A com- 
panion dared him to jump into the open- 
ing of the bin, and the boy promptly ac- 
cepted the challenge. As Walter was be- 
ing slowly swallowed by the wheat, the 
other l>oy gave the alarm. Among those 
responding were Leisey's. íüther and 
mother« The boy's head was still above 
the wheat when they arrived, and he 
plteously extended his hands and begged 
them to save him. Willing hands grasp, 
ed his, but the suction was too great and 
he was pulled down to death by suffoca- 
tion. The bov's hands were still visible 
as mute appeals for help, after the wheat 
had closed over his head.

he carried him down a path, his course 
having been traced by blood stains to the 
place where he buried him and where the 
body was found. 


William Wagaman was tried and con­ 
victed of manslaughter for killing his 
cousin, of the same name. He was said, 
during an altercation with tho man on the 
Cold Spring road, to have choked him to 
death. There were marks on the throat 
of the dead man and the testimony show­ 
ed clearly that death resulted from suffo­ 
cation by choking. Wm. Wagaman was 
given several years in the penitentiary 
and is now working through the county. 
There are few people who do not think 
that he was innocent and that another 
man committed the crime.

Younjf Man Brutally Murdered* 
Gettysburg, June 1.—One of the worst 
tragedies in the annals of Gettysburg oc­ 
curred Wednesday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
at the Globe Hotel where Mr. Howard 
Miller, a young man of Two Taverns, was 
brutally beaten into insensibility by Wm. 
Eyler, of near Emmitsburg 
The victim 
of the assault hovered between life and 
death until Thursday evening when he 
died at 7 o’clock. 


It appears that Eyler had an old grudge 
against Miller. Earlier in the day Miller 
had an altercation about a horse trade 
with Eyler’s brother-in-law* in which Mil* 
ler was said to have had the better of the 
argument. 


In the afternoon Miller and Eyler were 
both at the hotel and both had been drink­ 
ing. Miller was in the lobby of the hotel 
when Eyler approached from the bar­ 
room and before one could realize what 
had happened, Miller was felled to the 
floor by a terrific blow at the base of the 
brain, from an iron pump handle which 
Eyler had wrenched from a pump in the 
rear of the hotel and which he had con­ 
cealed in an umbrella. 


The fiend struck his helpless victim two 
more blows as he lay on the floor and 
then escaped, making his way through the 
hotel which was crowded with men, none 
of wrhom tried to prevent his escape. 


Detective Wilson was summoned and 
traced Eyler out Baltimore street to Sachs* 
farm, and from there across the fields to 
Pitzer’s school house. Mr. Wilson was 
in an automobile while tracing Eyler but 
the fugitive took to the fields and Mr. 
Wilson was compelled to return to Gettys­ 
burg where he telephoned to Emmitsburg 
to be on the lookout for Eyler. 


A posse at once started out from Em­ 
mitsburg and caught Eyler several miles 
out of town. He wras in a buggy with his 
father, who, on hearing the news, had 
gone to meet his son. 


Eyler was at once taken to Emmitsburg 
and locked up. Mi. Wilson was notified 
and he went to Emmitsburg but at the 
hearing there one of the attorneys refused 
to allow Eyler to be taken to Gettysburg 
without requisition papers and Mr. Wil­ 
son was compelled to return without the 
murderer. Eyler was willing to come 
along. 


Thursday morning Eyler was taken to 
Frederick and lodged in jail. 
Mr, Wilson 
left Thursday evening for Harrisburg and 
from there he will go to Anapolis to se­ 
cure the necessary papere to bring Eyler 
to Gettysburg. 


After the assault Mr. Miller was tender­ 
ly lifted up and carried to a side room 
where Drs. Hartman and Dalby was sum­ 
moned. The physicians at once saw that 
the injuries were serious and were unable 
to operate, owing to the location of the 
wound. 


The skull was crushed in and the vic­ 
tim bled from the mouth, nose and ears. 
The physicians gave a number of injec­ 
tions to relieve Miller but it was impossi­ 
ble to give any permanent relief. Sever­ 
al times during the afternoon and night 
Miller was reported dead but he lived on 
until 7 o’clock Thursday eveniug. 


Both Eyler and Miller are married. 
Eyler has had other difficulties and seems 
to be a bad character generally. Miller 
was aged about 35 years and is survived 
by his parents, wife, and four children. 
His funeral will be held at 9 o’clock Sat­ 
urday morning, Rev. F. S. Lindaman of­ 
ficiating. Interment at St. James church. 


ju r y ’s r e p o r t . 


The finding of the coroner’s jury in the 
case of Howard Miller was that he came 
to his death at the Globe Hbtel at 7:30 on 
the evening of May 31st by means of a 
wound inflicted at the base of the brain 
and that the said wound was administer­ 
ed and the death of the said Howard Mil­ 
ler caused by the premeditated, felonious, 
wilful and malicious act of William Eyler, 
who feloniously, willfully and of malice 
aforethought did kill and murder and slay 
the said Howard Miller by striking him 
with an iron pump handle in said Globe 
Hotel on Wednesday, May 30th, 1906, at 
3:30 p. m. 


William Eyier is said to be twenty-two 
or twenty-three years of age. He is of 
medium siee and usually a quiet man but 
when drinking is rough. 


Officer Wilson went to Frederick on 
Monday, secured Eyler and telegraphed 
Sheriff Colestock, who sent team to meet 
them at Littleetown. The prrty drove to 
Gettysburg, reaching there about 6 o'clock 
and outwitted the crowd waiting at depot. 
The prisoner has been very quiet, doing 
little talking. It is said he can neither 
read or write. 


Young Man Drowned. 


Earl Eicholtz, aged 17 years, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. L. Eicholtz of Gettysburg, 
was accidentally drowned Wednesday, 
and his body was shipped to Gettysburg 
on Thursday for interm ent The follow* 
ing dispatch tells the story in full: 
Paekskill, N. Y., May 30.—Earl S. Eich­ 
oltz, a second year student at the Peek« 
skill Military Academy drowned in Lake 
Mohegan at four o’clock this afternoon. 
He and five other cadets were bathing. 
Eicholtz had given the others the impres­ 
sion that he could swim. They were all 
sporting around in the water when Eich- 
oltz suddenly disappeared. 
The body 
waa recovered. He was chief bugler on 
the Commandant’s staff. A few hours be* 
fore his death he was in the Memorial Day 
parade and blew taps at the Memorial ser­ 
vices at Hillsdale Cemetery over the 
graves of veterans.

Gettysbuig, June 1.—Another excite­ 
ment occurred in Gettysburg last oyening, 
the occasion being tho discovery of a dead 
man in the hay mow of the Globe Hotel 
stable. Tho man was found' about four 
o’clock by Brown the hostlor. The Cor­ 
oner, Dr. R, M, Hartman, was summon­ 
ed and he pronounced the man dead. Ho 
had been dead about 16 hours when found. 
Charles Joseph Rouzer,the man,had spent 
Memorial Day here and had been drink­ 
ing freely. He had a flask of whiskey 
with him. 
Wednesday evening about 
11:30 Brown went up in tho hay mow to 
throw down feed for tho horses. Ho no­ 
ticed tho man but thought nothing of it 
since he had frequently slept there. Rouz- 
er asked Brown for a drink of water and 
the latter got it for him. From tho con­ 
dition of tho body when found ho must 
havo died very soon after this. As there 
were no marks of violence of any kind on 
his body and was evident that tho man 
had died of natural causes it was decided 
that no inquest was necessary. 


Mr. Rouzer was originally from New 
York State, lie was a veteran of the Civ­ 
il War. having been a member of the 44th 
New York Infantry. Several years ago 
he lived in Gettysburg at the homo of 
Warren Gilbert. lie threatened several 
times to commit suicide and once, in fact, 
was found with a rope in his hand pre­ 
paring to destroy himself. For tho last 
three years ho has lived in and around 
Biglerville. He was not married and had 
no near relatives living. 
lie was about 
65 years old. 


The body was removed from the barn 
to the G. A. R. Post room. The funoral 
was held this afternoon at 4 o’clock, in­ 
terment being made in the National Cem­ 
etery.

Island never before prodnced a woman 
like her, and has certainly never pro- 
duced another such since her time. 


She was born in Cumberland about 
1753, and was educated as a Quaker. 
In 1773 she recovered 
from a severe 
fever, attended with an apparent sus- 
pension of life, after which she assert- 
ed that she had been raised from the 
dead to instruct mankind, and in 1777 
began to call herself the Public Uni- 
versal Friend. 
The 
proselytes 
she 
made were gathered into a society to 
which she gave the name of the So- 
ciety of Universal Friends, of which 
she was the head. The Indians of that 
section of New York, where she set- 
tled in 1790, named her Squaw Shin- 
ne-waw-na-gis-taw-ge, 
meaning 
"A 
Great Woman Preacher." 


The farm in North Kingston where 
she once lived was later 
the 
home- 
b^ead of the late Judge Potter. 
The 
1 house which she occupied was burned 
several years ago, and has been re- 
placed 
by 
one 
much smaller. 
But 
memories 
of this 
brilliant 
woman 
linger in North Kingstown and a por- 
trait of her, in robe and stock, hangs 
in the rooms of the public library on 
Kingston hill. 
The farm is now occu- 
pied by Louis Batch, Jr. 
It is owned 


by a Mrs. Noyes. 


She 
organized 
her 
society 
of 
Friends in 1776 and had followers in 
that 
state, Massachusetts, 
Connecti- 
cut and Pennsylvania at the time of 
their migration to New York, 
As 
early as 178G she sent a representa- 
tive* to Yates county, a part of the 
Jake country in western New York, in 
search of a suitable location for a 
permanent place for 
her 
followers. 
His report was not favorable, but she 
later sent a committee of three to in- 
vestigate. 
In 1790 she made the pil- 
grimage in what is now Torrey, where 
dho settled. 
A party of 25 of her fol- 
lowers had two years before located 
near Seneca lalce. 


Soon after her arrival a log meeting 
house and^a dwelling were erected, 
the house still standing in Torrey. The 
Indians became friendly to her and 
her followers, 
and 
she 
sometimes 
preached to them. 
The society final- 
ley bought a great tract of land there, 
and with this came dissensions, the 
first that had existed. 
As the result 
of these some of t h i most prominent 
members of the society withdrew and 
repudiated its leader. 
Litigation over 
a part of the land followed and was 
decided against the society, and in 
1794 she vtìiiioved to the "New Jerusa- 
l e m " 
There a new house was com- 
pleted for her in 1814, and in this 
house, which still stands, she 
died 
July 1, 1819, being buried in a tomb 
erected and still standing In the yard 


of the dwelling. 


Her death entirely broke^up the sect 
she had founded. 
She died ix)ssessed 
of much property and in her will, in 
which she left it all to Rachel and 
Maragaret Malin, she made provision 
for the members of her family aad 


for the support of such of h®^ 
ers as niiffht become poor. 
Even to 


her will she maintained 
being the divine representative, tor 
shr?eferred to herself 
" f e Person 
called the Universal Friend, of Jeru 
S l e n ; in the county of Ontario and

it would hurt him. 
It is doubtful if any horse shies or 


scares at a thing just to be mean. If 
a horse has any life in him at all he 
will shy from any object on the road 
that is strange 
to him. 
Especially 
is this true of colts, and one that will 
not do It is hardly worth breaking. 


In iuy case I led the horse up qui- 
etly to a machine that was drawn up 
to one side of the road. 
He snorted 
and pranced frantically at first, but 
was gradually persuaded to approach 
close enough to touch his nose to the 
seat.

T Yale the most serious condition threatening the social life 
of the campus is the erection of luxurious private dormitor­ 
ies outside the college grounds. These buildings are filled

welded together only by 
tl03 of wealth, whose lives are 
drawing more and more apart from the common life of their 
fellows. The student of modest means cannot freely mingle 
with such young aristocrats of Yale, who are undermining 
what for generations has beeu the foundation of the bene­ 
fits deitved from four years at Yale, ail essentially sane and sound fraternity 
and equality of intercourse. 


The very strongest influence that today is combating the grave evil of so­ 
cial inequality, false standards and an encroaching aristocracy of wealth in 
American college life is athletic training and competition. The vital impor­ 
tance of this field of activity is fogged in the talk of “commercialism,” “pro­ 
fessionalism,” “frenzied rivalry,” until one might think that every college ath­ 
lete is to be suspected of warped motives. The football field, the track, th* 
diamond and the river are where young men meet on an equal footing of man-» 
ly qualities, and nothing else counts. There is the democracy of the class­ 
room, but you can have brains without manhood, while you cannot have ath­ 
letic rivalry without developing and maintaining the qualities that have al­ 
ways made good men, strong men, useful men.—Outing Magazine.

Commissioner George W. Bowers, of 
the Bureau of Fisheries, returned yes­ 
terday from Florida and Cuba, where 
he went to study the culture of sponges 
and the marketing of fish in that com­ 
munity. 


“I have always held,” said Mr. Bow­ 
ers, “that the old woman who raised 
chickens and the Bureau of Fisheries 
were the greatest benefactors of man­ 
kind. As long as chickens andffish are 
to be had all the beef trusts in the 
world cannot run the meat market up 
unreasonably, because the masses of 
people will then eat chickens and fish.” 


Mr. Bowers stated that the fish mar­ 
kets of Havana were a model of effic­ 
iency and thoroughness. This condition 
is probably due to the large number 
of Catholics, wfho are heavy consumers 
of fish. 


In Florida Mr. Bowers found that 
fish were generally eaten, and were re- 
markaby cheap. The negro fishermen, 
bringing in shad and other fish from 
the St. John IUver and other streams, 
where they are plentiful, sell them to 
the dealers at three cents each, and the 
consumers can procure fish weighing 
from two to five pounds each for a 
nickel. 
This assures the poor people 
an abundance of cheap food,—Wash­ 
ington Post. 


HERE#are perhaps fewer thieves now, in proportion to pop­ 
ulation, than those who preyed upon our society fifty years 
ago, and, though more dangerous, because found in high 
places, we must contess that, on the other hand, it is easier 
than ever before to find, expose and punish them. 


Besides, we must bear in mind that many of the revela­ 
tions are not revelations at all. A half dozen great offend­ 
ers in the 
insurance companies have bred 
suspicion of 
every man in the same busiuess, a result not at all justified, 
because, for the most part, the men engaged in it, as in ail other callings, are 
honest and high-minded. If some railroad officials have been, caught in the 
act of giving rebates, or are guilty of other offenses against the law, there 
has probably never been a business of such magnitude in which more men, 
honest as well as efficient, have been engaged. And so it is all along the 
line of our Industrial life. 


Now, how are we to meet this crisis? Shall we hesitate to punish be­ 
cause our criminals wear broadcloth instead of the fustian or the rags in 
which some were once clad? It lies entirely beyond my province to instruct 
or to advise individual Executive officers or public prosecutors, but there Is no 
easy, royal road in the punishment of criminals any more than in anything 
else. 


The way to convict is to convict. There are today within the state of 
New York a few men who, involved in insurance frauds, have themselves fur­ 
nished evidence, fairly corroborated on the witness stand, of tlieir own venal­ 
ity. 


But why should there have been any cause for wonder? When, for near­ 
ly half a century, we have been binding our manufacturers as apprentices to 
monopoly, why should we be surprised that a few of our financiers, or a bare 
handful of our merchants and lawyers, not only learned the trade but bettered 
the instructions of their teacher? Having ourselves created the forces which 
thus threaten to break up the fountains of the great deep of morals, why 
should we grumble, or fume, or repine? Shrinking back at the sight of our 
own hideous monster, why should we take counsel of despair? 


While, however, we are only reaping as we have sown, it behooves us to 
be up and doing. The effect upon the world of these revelations must be as 
deep and profound as our own trial has been serious, our shame open, bare­ 
faced, impossible to be hid. For a time, the ideals of our three centuries of 
life have been shattered, and our people feel that they have come far short of 
their early promise. 


All these things are bad—certainly nothing worse has leaped to light in 
any country within a century; but it is not too late to retrace our steps, to 
assert anew and with added effectiveness, the strong points of our national 
character, and to appeal to the inherent good, the almost unerring impulse to 
do right

LAME is often placed tfn the working girl for finding no joy 
in her work; and as work of a high standard largely depends 
upon ability to enjoy doing the work, we also blame the 
working girl for the poor quality of the work she so com­ 
monly turns out. 
She is told to cultivate a cheerful dis­ 
position and to be a little more lighthearted, and all will 
then be well with both herself and her work, 


It is true enough that it is desirable to cultivate a happy 
and cheerful disposition, and to be a little more lighthearted, 
but having a cheerful disposition is one thing and being happy amid condi­ 
tions under which the average girl works is quite another. 
To be happy 
where all is fair, just and good is an easy thing; to be happy where injus­ 
tice and wrong prevail is impossible, except in uncommon cases where tem­ 
peramental qualities of the girl make the work pleasurable or at least tol­ 
erable. 


The average working girl’s body and soul functions are not merely under 
constraint, but the conditions amid which she works are usually so unjust 
and so inimical to healthy growth and development of mind and body and 
spirit that instead of joyous acceptance of the conditions, or indifference to 
them, her whole being (if she is a girl of depth of feeling) cries out against 
their injustice. 


What the working girlSieeds is that attitude from people of wealth which 
will lead them to be utterly unwilling to receive benefits in the shape of divi­ 
dends produced under conditions detrimental to the health and happiness and 
spiritual welfare of their factory and workshop sisters. 


On the shoulders of the employing and propertied classes lies ther re­ 
sponsibility for perhaps nine-tentlis of the wickedness into which 
working 
girls sometimes fall; just as on the shoulders of the same classes must lie 
nine-tenths of the responsibility for the weakened physiques and the impov­ 
erished constitutions which lead to the appalling prevalence of death from 
needless and preventable causes. 


A great deal of discontent is due, not merely to any 
specific 
actual 
wrongs, but to a rankling sense of injustice caused by the feeling of the ab­ 
solute indifference of employers and other people that they deal with. 
I 
know that from my own experience of 12 years in a factory. 


People who draw dividends should make it their business to know where 
those dividends come from. 
Often only a few cents1 difference in a dividend 
may mean Just the difference between justice to employes and complete indif­ 
ference to their pondition. I say that no rich person has a right to accept 
dividends without knowing something of the conditions out of which they 
spring.

Told Her Followers She Could Walk 
on Water— Ready to Show Them, 
But She Never Did and She Left 
Plenty of Money When She Djed. 


On the road to the home of Weaver 
Rose, in that section of North King­ 
ston, which once was largely owned by 
the family of Potters, which gave to 
the state the late Judge Potter, author 
of the “Early History of Narragan- 
SPtt,” now represented by William H. 
Potter, once one of the most eminent 


i lawyers of the Rhode Island Bar, but 
I now* a resident of Kingston, lies the 
farm on which Jemima Wilkinson, who 
called herself “The Public Universal 
Friend ” once lived. 


Now almost forgotten, this woman 
was one of the most noted in the east- 
I tern United States in the years fol­ 
lowing the Revolutionary War, says 
the Providence (R. I.) Journal. 
She 
j founded a sect which became strong 
( enough to take possession of a con- 
: siderable section of New York state, 
I and she claimed for herself divine 
; attributes and was blindly believed in 
by her followers. 
In many respects 
she was, perhaps, the most able and 
noted of Rhode Island women. 


Among other things, she claimed to 
be able to walk on the water in the 
! maimer in which the Bible tells us 
that Jesus once did before his follow­ 
ers. 
At intervals she used to offer 
I to do this and would set a time and 
I place. Then; when her followers had 
gathered at the brink of the water, 
she used to address them. 


“Do you believe that I am able 
to walk on the water?” she would ask. 


They did, and said so. 
Then the 
craft of the woman came into play. 
“If you all believe it, there is no ne­ 
cessity for doing it,” she used to re­ 
ply, and then the multitude had the 
privilege of taking itself home again. 


When, 
as 
sometimes 
happened, 
sceptics were present and expressed 
a doubt, she was ready for them. “Un­ 
less you all believe,” she said, “I can­ 
not do it. It cannot be done save by 
faith. 
If there were no doubt I could 
show you; as there is doubt, I will 
not.” 
Same old result—the privilege 
of walking home again without having 
seen anything. Possibly some of them 
may have 
used the 
then 
current 
equivalent of “bunco” in speaking of 
the experience. But there is no doubt 
that she exercised a most extraor­ 
dinary influence over her followers. 


She also asserted that she had been 
raised from the dead, and a few things 
like that. 
She professed to work 
miracles, and was, without doubt, a 
woman of brains, energy, and action, 
so illiterate that when she made her 
will she signed it was a cross, yet a 
ready and eloquent speaker, and one 
with uncommon power over the minds 
of those she associated with. '‘Rhode 
Island never before produced a woman 
like her, and has certainly never pro­ 
duced another such since her time. 


She was born in Cumberland about 
1753, and was educated as a Quaker. 
In 1773 she recovered from a severe 
fever, attended with an apparent sus­ 
pension of life, after which she assert­ 
ed that she had been raised from the 
dead to instruct mankind, and in 1777 
began to call herself the Public Uni­ 
versal Friend. 
The proselytes she 
made were gathered Into a society to 
which she gave the name of the So­ 
ciety of Universal Friends, of which 
she was the head. The Indians of that 
section of New York, where she set­ 
tled in 1790, named her Squaw Sliin- 
ne-waw-na-gis-taw-ge, 
meaning 
“A 
Great Woman Preacher.” 


The farm in North Kingston where 
she once lived was later the home­ 
stead of the late Judge Potter, 
The 
house which she occupied was burned 
several years ago, and has been re­ 
placed by one much smaller. But 
memories of this brilliant 
woman 
linger in North Kingstown and a por* 
trait of her, in robe and stock, hangs 
in the rooms of the public library on 
Kingston hill. The farm is now occu­ 
pied by Louis Batch, Jr. It is owned 
by a Mrs. Noyes. 


She 
organized 
her 
society 
of 
Friends in 1776 and had followers in 
that state, Massachusetts, Connecti­ 
cut and Pennsylvania at the time of 
their migration to New York. 
As 
early as 1786 she sent a representa­ 
tive to Yates county, a part of the 
lake country in western New York, in 
search of a suitable location for a 
permanent place for her followers. 
His report was not favorable, but she 
later sent a committee of three to in­ 
vestigate. 
In 1790 she made the pil­ 
grimage in what is now Torrey, where 
she settled. A party of 25 of her fol­ 
lowers had two years before located 
near Seneca lake. 


Soon after her arrival a log meeting 
house andf a dwelling were erected, 
the house still standing in Torrey. The 
Indians became friendly to her and 
her followers, 
and 
she 
sometimes 
preached to them. The society final- 
ley bought a great tract of land there, 
and with this came dissensions, the 
first that had existed. 
As the result 
of these some of th$ most prominent 
members of the society withdrew and 
repudiated its leader. Litigation over 
a part of the land followed and was 
decided against the society, and in 
1794 she removed to the “New Jerusa­ 
lem.” 
There a new house wras com­ 
pleted for her in 1814, and in this 
house, which still stands, she died 
July 1, 1819, being buried in a tomb 
erected and still standing in the yard 
of the dwelling. 


Her death entirely broke#up the sect 
she had founded. She died possessed 
of much property and in her will, in 
which, she left it all to Rachel and 
Maragaret Malin, she made provision 
for the members of her family and 


for the support of such of her follow­ 
ers as might become poor. 
Even in 
her will she maintained her claim of 
being the divine representative, for 
she referred to herself as “the person 
called the Universal Friend* of Jeru­ 
salem, in the county of Ontario aud 
state of New York, who in the year 
one 
thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-six w*as called Jemima Wil­ 
kinson, and ever sincc that time the 
Public Universal Friend, a new name 
which the mouth of the Lord hath 
named,” etc. 


HORSES1 FEAR OF AUTOMOBILES. 


Farmer Explains How Drivers Make 


Horses Timid and Gives Advice. 
I drive both a horse and an auto 
and have ample opportunity to view 
the horse scaring question from the 
viewpoint of both the farmer and the 
automobile owned. I believe that any 
horse can by a few trials be trained 
to pass an automobile quietly. I pos­ 
sessed a horse that 
wras frantically * 
afraid of an auto the first few times 
he met it. Like all horses unaccus­ 
tomed to the machines he shied from 
the strange thing because he thought 
it would hurt him. 


It is doubtful if any liorse shies or 
scares at a thing just to be mean. If . 
a horse has any life in him at all he 
will shy from any object on the road 
that is strange 
to him. Especially 
is this true of colts, and one that will 
not do it is hardly worth breaking. 


In Jhy case I led the horse up qui-^ 
etly to a machine that was drawn up 
to one side of the road. He snorted 
and pranced frantically at first, but 
was gradually persuaded to approach 
close enough to touch his nose to the 
seat. Then the motor was started 
and the horse held close to the vibrat­ 
ing machine. He soon learned that it 
was a harmless 
thing, and he now 
passes an auto on the road with but 
a pricking of his ears and a look of 
disdain, as 
he 
believes it 
hardly 
worth the attention 
of a 
sensible 
horse. 


While driving my machine I have 
met all sorts of people on the road, 
and fully three-fourths of them have 
trouble in passing with their teams. 
The whole trouble lies in the people 
being more frightened than * the ani­ 
mals. Men 
begin 
yelling, 
women 
screech, and the horses at once con­ 
clude that the automobile is going to 
hurt them. I 
have 
met 
farmers, 
who on seeing the machine approach 
would hurriedly blindfold their hors­ 
es that they might not see the puff­ 
ing monster pass. After such an ex­ 
perience it would be a difficult mat­ 
ter to drive that team by a car with­ 
out serious 
trouble. Others 
begin * 
applying the whip when 
their team 
shies and the next 
time the horses 
are afraid of both the automobile and 
the whip. 


Be gentle, be cool, be patient, when ^ 
you meet an automobile with your 
fractious 
horse. The 
“chug chug” 
wagon is here to stay, and we may as 
well begin early to accustom the colt 
to it, just as we had to do with the 
bicycle and the 
locomotive.—Farm 
and Home.

Care of Cows When 
Dry, 


The following by J. R-. Springer in 
Hoard^s Dairyman ought to be of in- 
terest, as well as useful, to every read- 
er who keeps one or more cows: 


I want to say a few words as to the 
rare of cows when dry. 
1 never have 
had a case of milk fever, garget or 
abortion, which is fortunate, to say 
the least, and I have kept 
many 


years. 


\Vhen the cows Hnally go dry, 1 take 
off all grain ration and, if in summer, 
let them depend on pasture, if it is 
sufficient to keep them in good con- 
dition. 
If not, add some hay that will 
suppy what pasture lacks, 
until 
the 
month before they are fresh, then I 
begin to give a handful of oil meal 
once a day, and as the time gets near- 
er, I give hay and a handful of oil 
meal and a little bran until the fresh- 
ening time. 
I give at least a pound 
of oil meal and two pounds of bran 
per day, and they are ready to begin 
operations all right without caked ud- 
ders, and by the time tho milk is good 
put them on full ration. 
There might 
be better ways, but this is tlie best I 
know.

Turning Vetegable Tops. 


Certain agricultural papers are ad- 
vocating 
that all vegetable tops 
be 
th^o^vn on the ground and plowed un- 
der whenever convenient; the potato 
plant is especially recommended 
for 
this treatment, for the potash contain- 
ed in tlie plant. 
While there is some 
advantage to be gained in the method 
suggested, especially with the potato 
plant, the main advantage oC the plan 
iB the amount of humus added to the 
BoH and the plan is all right so far as 
the tops of vegetables w^hich the farm 
animals 
will 
not consume 
are 
con- 
cerned, but with any vegetable 
tops 
that can be consumed by any of the 
form of manure, to say nothing of the 
value to thè animals in at least fur- 
nishing variety. 
The waste of vege- 
table tops on the farm constitutes one 
of the leaks which ought to be stopped. 
There is not a vegetable top but what 
can be turned into a fertilizer, and at 
little or no cost, if one will but intelli- 
gently seek out the way to do it to the 
best advantage. 


Why Plowing 
Kills the 
Bugs. 


On most soils fall plowing gives best 
results for many reasons. 
It lays the 
ground open to the action of the ele- 
ments, 
rendering 
fertility 
available, 
loosening and fining the soil, and de- 
kroying.in.'^ects and vermin by expos- 
ing them to frost action over winter. 
Another great advantage is that it en- 
ables 
the farmer 
to sow hi^ 
grain 
much earlier than he otherwise could 
i j he had to do his plov;ing 
in 
the 
spring; for at the first thawing, be- 
fore plowing is possible, he could sow 
his wheat and it wull do very well in 
quite cold weather. 
Besides, 
if 
it 
should be a bug year he gains on them 
by early planting and the grain is out 
of the way before the chinch bug 
be- 
comes numerous says Farming. 


The depth of plowing is not of much 
importance if care is taken to produce 
a firm seed-bed with the surface three- 
inches, well pulverized and finely pre- 
pared. The harrow can not be used too 
much for surface fitting for this crop. 
The roller is a dangerous 
implement 
except on light, sandy soils. 
If used 
on heavy lands it should 
generally 
precede sowing and at least one har- 
rowing follow it. On fall-plowed lands 
disking and harrowing in the spring 
is sufiilcient. In Nebraska, Kansas and 
Colorado most of xhe seed is broad- 
casted and covered by disking, with 
fairly satisfactory 
results. 
Plowing 
may safely be omitted when the wheat 
follows corn or some clean-cultivated 
crop, but on grass lands 
or 
where 
weeds or other growths are prevalent 
it is best to plow to a depth of five 
inches turning under all green growth, 
then prepare with disk and steel-tooth 
harrows. 
Don't skimp the harrowing, 
it is the important part.

Secreting 
Eggs for 
Hatching. 


The Connecticut station, in one of 
its bulletins, says that care should be 
exercised in selecting eggs for hatch- 
ing. 
Kggs for this purpose should be 
of uniform shape and size and thick- 
ness of shell. Rough-shelled, dirty and 
mottled eggs with thin shells should 
be excluded. 
There is some doubt as 
to the advisability 
of setting 
small 
eggs. 
While it is possible that they 
may be as fertile and produce as many 
chicks as larger eggs, it is probable 
that pullets from the former will have 
a tendency to lay small eggs, and the 
small eggs should, therefore, be avoid- 
ed for hatching. 
Eggs which are over 
five days old should not be used. Every 
egg should 
be carefully dated 
when 
taken from the nest to avoid error on 
this point. 
While good hatches have 
been secured from eggs that were three 
weeks old 
when placed in the 
incu- 
bator, as a rule, they cannot be ex- 
pected to hatch well after they are ten 
days old. 


To Kill Smut. 


As a result of investigations made by 
the Department of Agriculture, a for- 
mula has been recommended for treat- 
ing seed oats for smut, which, it is 
claimed, is very beneflcial, simple and 
inexpensive. 
The method is to sprin- 
kle the seed oats with a solution of for- 
malin of the strength of one pound 
of formalin to fifty gallons of water, 
until nearly moist enough to pack in 
the hand, when it should be shoveled 
Into 
pile and covered. 
After two or 
three hours the oats are ready to BOW, 
or may be spread out and dried and 
kept for future 
planting.

Sowing Tomato Seed 


Sow tomato seed in the house the 
last of February, to be sure of early 
tomato plants. 
A grocery box seven 
or eight inches deep will do to sow the 
seed in. Fill the box full of good rich 
soil. If the box is not full, the seed­ 
lings will be spindling. Select a good 
variety for earliness and of uniform 
size. 
Sow the seed one-quarter inch 
apart as near as can be, cover one-half 
in, press down the soil, and cover with 
a soft cloth till the seed is sprouted. 
Water with warm water. 
After the 
plants are two or three inches high, 
transplant to a larger box filled with 
good soil. They will grow to be good, 
stocky plants if kept in a sunny win­ 
dow. 


Turning Vetegable Tops. 


Certain agricultural papers are ad­ 
vocating that all vegetable tops be 
thrown on the ground and plowed un­ 
der whenever convenient; the potato 
plant is especially recommended for 
this treatment, for the potash contain­ 
ed in the plant.

The method is to sprin­ 
kle the seed oats with a solution of for­ 
malin of the strength of one pound 
of formalin to fifty gallons of water, 
until nearly moist enough to pack in 
the hand, when it should be shoveled 
into Or pile and covered. After two or 
three hours the oats are ready to sow, 
or may be spread out and dried and 
kept for future 
planting. 
Formalin 
dissolved fn water volitalizes or turns 


to a gas, and the reason for covering 
the 
oats 
is 
to 
keep 
this gas 
confined 
until 
it 
has 
penetrat­ 
ed between the chaff and the grain, 
reaching every spore of fungus and 
killing it. 
The cost of the treatment 
is about one and a half cents per bush­ 
el or less, according to quantity. Af­ 
ter the fungus is killed by this treat­ 
ment it is immaterial whether the oats 
are sown at once or at some future 
time. 


Care of Cows When Dry. 


The following by J. R. Springer in 
Hoard’s Dairyman ought to be of in­ 
terest, as well as useful, to every read­ 
er who keeps one or more cows: 


I want to say a few words as to the 
care of cows when dry. 
1 never have 
had a case of milk fever, garget or 
abortion, which is fortunate, to say 
the least, and I have kept cows many 
years. 


When the cows finally go dry, 1 take 
off all grain ration and, if in summer, 
let them depend on pasture, if it is 
sufficient to keep them in good con­ 
dition. If not, add some hay that will 
suppy what pasture lacks, 
until 
the 
month before they are fresh, then I 
begin to give a handful of oil meal 
once a day, and as the time gets near­ 
er, I give hay and a handful of oil 
meal and a little bran until the fresh­ 
ening time. 
I give at least a pound 
of oil meal and two pounds of bran 
per day, and they are ready to begin 
operations all right without caked ud­ 
ders, and by the time the milk is good 
put them on full ration. There might 
be better ways, but this is the best I 
know. 


Why Plowing Kills the Bugs. 


On most soils fall plowing gives best 
results for many reasons. It lays the 
ground open to the action of the ele­ 
ments, rendering fertility available, 
loosening and fining the soil, and de­ 
stroying .insects and vermin by expos­ 
ing them to frost action over winter. 
Another great advantage is that it en­ 
ables the farmer to sow hi§ grain 
much earlier than he otherwise could 
i£ he had to do his plowing in 
the 
spring; for at the first thawing, be­ 
fore plowing is possible, he could sow 
his wheat and it will do very well in 
quite cold weather. 
Besides, 
if 
it 
should be a bug year he gains on them 
by early planting and the grain is out 
of the way before the chinch bug be­ 
comes numerous says Farming. 


The depth of plowing is not of much 
importance if care is taken to produce 
a firm seed-bed with the surface three- 
inches, well pulverized and finely pre­ 
pared. The harrow can not be used too 
much for surface fitting for this crop. 
The roller is a dangerous implement 
except on light, sandy soils. 
If used 
on heavy lands it should generally 
precede sowing and at least one har­ 
rowing follow it. On fall-plowed lands 
disking and harrowing in the spring 
is sufficient. In Nebraska, Kansas and 
Colorado most of the seed is broad­ 
casted and covered by disking, with 
fairly satisfactory 
results. 
Plowing 
may safely be omitted when the wheat 
follows corn or some clean-cultivated 
crop, but on grass lands or where 
weeds or other growths are prevalent 
it is best to plow to a depth of five 
inches turning under all green growth, 
then prepare with disk and steel-tooth 
harrows. Don’t skimp the harrowing*, 
it is the important part.

Too Much Mixture in Breeding. 
The visitor to the county and state 
fairs seems surprised that there is such 
an improvement in the 
quality 
of 
stock throughout the country. 
The 
international showed marked improve­ 
ment in every department and 
the 
close competition Is stronger 
every 
year. 
Breeders of show animals are 
studying their business closely. Many 
feeders are also watching the markets 
and are producing market 
toppers 
every year. They have learned to know 
a good sire, and by uniform breeding 
and wise selection have developed a 
class of females whose offspring often 
takes the first prize from the pure 
breed, The entire system of improve­ 
ment has been along definite lines. No 
changing of breeds, no mixing for gen­ 
eral purpose animals. A definite plan 
is followed. 


While we have many examples of 
improvements in breeding farm stock 
one has to make but one visit to one 
of the principal markets to find 
in 
every class of live stock a very close 
relative of the scrub animal. In very 
many instances the mongrel is there 
to stand for himself, 
Almost every 
animal can be traced to some 
pure 
bred class, but usually there is such 
a mixture of breeding, such a change of 
sire belonging to many distinct breeds 
that the improvement expected does 
not appear, and the animal must fall 
into the scrub classes when it is sent 
to market. 


Farmers generally are slow to real­ 
ize the importance qf finding a type of 
animal that the market demands and 
then breeding with the end in view 
of improving upon that type by bet­ 
ter selection and by establishing a bet­ 
ter system of feeding. 
Fine animals 
are not accidents, but come by a defin­ 
ite system of breeding, in which in­ 
telligent selection and good feeding are 
very important factors.
